opyLals FERRAGE, furnamed’ Seye, 
was a native of Cafan, in the county 
of Comminges: He was a mafon by 
trade, of diminutive fature, but extraor: 
dinapy frength., his. compleftion very brown, 
and bis dip fi ion naturally vicious arid de- 
‘hguched. Andis carlieft youth be inceffantly 
endeavoured to fedure the fex: At leagth, 
fearing the purfuit: of juftice, he tetired, at 
she age of twenty.two, to the neighbouring 
nnuntains of Aure ` He there chofe, after 
‘tke manner of. th: bears, a retreat in the 
cavity of a rock on the fammit of a incun- 
gain whence he frequently, fallied out into 
the adjacent cauntry, of which he foon be- 
tame the moft terrible focourge. He carried 
" [beeb calves, poultry, Ge for bis fub- 
T and particularly women and young 
maidens, in order to gratify bis brutal 
paffion. . Thofe whi fled, he wauld bring 
dwn witha fowling piece ; and violated 
them in the moment they were dying and 
weltering in their bord. As he lived long 
without bread, and frequently wanted pro- 
viftons, be at length became an Anthropo- 
phagite ; and, the unhappy. women, after 
having experienced the brutality of his dif 
pofition, were killed, mangled, and in part 
dev.ared*, The men alfo, as they fell in 
his way, were murdered and eaten by him. 
He very lately murdered a Spanifo deater 
in mules, whon he decoyed into his retreat, 
dn pretence of condufling hin toa place 
where he might make good purchafes ; and 
he had fet fire to a barn full of cattle, in 
arder to be revenged on the proprietor, who 
had attempted to apprehend him. But we 
muft draw a vail cover the dreadful parti» 
culars of his cruelty and brutality. He was 
at length apprehended by the treachery of a 
Tafe friend, who had pretend to take fhelter 
in bis cave, from the purfuit of jultice, and 
whofe condu?) in reality had noe been irre- 
proachable, This man had been promifzd 
his pardon, and many communities of the 
inhabitants bad been affeffed, in order to 
raife a reward, in cafe he tbould jucceed in 
delivering him up to juftice. This time 
however, he efcaped ; but fame time after, 
having loft himfeyf in tht mountains in the 
night time, he was once more arreled He 
alivays went armed with a girdle of piftols, 
a double barrelled mujfke?, and a dag gar — 
He would go to the neareft town. topur- 
chafe powder and ball ; and the Marechauf- 
fee} dus fi not attempt to feize bim. The 
judge, Lord of the manor of Gaflillon, had 
condemned him to be broken alive, and bis” 
body to be afterwards thrown into the fire. 
By a decree of the 12th of December 1782, 
this Jentence was confirmed, except in the 
laf article, in refpeE} to which, parliament 
ordered 2h xt the dead body lbould he expofed 
on gibbets ; and that the fentence fo.uld be 
printed, and pefted up at Cefcan, Caftillon, 
and Thou'oufe., He was executed on the 
13th of the fame month at four in the after~ 
noon A prodigious multitude attend d his 
exécution, to which the monfler waiked with

The NARRATOR. 
On Tuefday the sith of November 

inftant, feven men fer {ail from Stamford, 
in a floop of about 40 tons burthen, de- 
figning for Long {flind, having oa board 
about 300 fheep; when they had gat 
about half way «ver, a faw of wind with 
a lec-larch knocked the fheep both in 
the hold and on deck to the Iceward, 
when the overfet almoft in an inftapt, & 
immediately exhibited a moft awful fcene 
of terror and diftrefs to all the men on 
board, and no profpe& appearing of any 
help or relief; but having a fmall fkiff 
with them, four men pot into it from off 
the wreck, and made towards Lloyd’s- 
Neck oa the ifland, whithér with great 
difficulty, danger and fatigue, at length 
they arrived. The other three (one of 
them is the narrator) Ruck clofe to the 
wreck, each one expecting almoft imme- 
diate death, there beiag buta {mall part 
of her quarter above the water, and the 
feas conftantly beating upon them: 
while they were in this fituation about 
an hout, they efpied a veffel at a diflance 
coming towards them from the weft- 
ward ; they immediately made fignals of 
divtreis, which occafioned her to haul 
her wiad and make directly to the wreck, 
and. jaft before the got up with the 
wreck, fhe took in her maisfail and ran 
under her jib, and came within 15 or 20 
yards of the wreck, when the unhappy 
jufferers begged (for God's fake) to re- 
lieve them and take them in; theanfwer 
they received from on board was, “ Hold 
on mý lads, woi) give you relief :” but 
as foon as they bad paffed the wreck, 
they lay too and flood for Long Ifland ; 
after fome time they hoificd their main- 
fail and flood towards the main and came 
off a breaft of the wreck, which brought 
them tc the leeward of the wreck at 
fome diftance, when they put about and 
farted their maicfheet and putaway be- 
fore the wird, and totally negicttcd to 
relieve the unhappy and difreiled, not- 
withftanding their moft im portunate cries 
for relief, and the encouragement them- 
felves had given a title before. Then 
the hopes of the men on the wreck were 
all gore as to having any relicf from any 
quarier; and death, inevitable death, 
appeared before thcir eyes in all its hor- 
rors: Whi'e the men were thus hangiag 
on the wreck almoft in total defpair of 
life, ic drifted by the force of wind ard 
tide eaftward as far as Miiford ; inabout 
14 hours from the beginning of the fhip- 
wreck the maller perifhed on the wreck. 
On Wednefday morning November 12th, 
the wind (hitied to the eafiward, and 
thcugh fereral veffsls were to be feen, 


yet they were at fo gréat diftarice, thit: 


no figaa:s could be made to attract shely 
notice, About 3 ot 4 o'clock in thy 
afternoon the deck broke ùp, and the 
planks aed timber conflantly leaving thy 
wreck, brought the farvivors to neare 
views of death and eternity. Nighy 
coming on they loft fight of fand, ang 
the fea raging and beating upon :thegy 
inceffantly, with great difficulty ‘they 
kept their hold oa the wreck ; but (a 
kind Pi ovidence would have it) the wieg 
fbifting to the northward, the wrew 
drove cowards the ifland, and om Thay}. 
day morning abont 2 o'clock the frack 
oo Eaton’s Neck, when the men beg 
almofl chilled todeath with the clean 
wet, which they had fuftained withagy 
ceffation for 38 hours, they had hardly 
ftrength and f{pirits left to make any 
exertion for their deliverance ; howeviy; 
as they had no other poflible way af 
avoiding preent death, they determined 
to makean attempt to fwim to the thor: 
which one of them attempting firit, ayd 
through a good Providence he focceedég « 
and reached the fhore; the other follaws 
ing his example, but his flrenpth add 
fpirits failing, he foon gave over ihe- 
{irife, and crying ont, * Lord have sir! 
cy ! Lord have mercy!” he refipued, 
himfclr iato the coid and icy arms of 
death. ; ae

I received by exprefs from the Commif- 
lary General, intelligence, that a body of 
armed men to the numberof about 20, 
the preceding night, had marched from 
Guilford to Brattleborough, and about 
the hour of 12 at night, had furrounded 
thehoufe of laadlord Arms, in faid Brot- 
tleborongh, and fired a number of bulls 
into the honfe where were a pumber of 
trasellers and others, and had wounded 
one or two ten, and ther by vioience 
burfted into the houle, aod had takea & 
carried away Conflable Waters, whohad 
put up there that night, fuppofed with 
a delign to take from him a quantity of 
money which he had been colleQivg on 
taxes ; and chat faid body of men were 
commanded by one Daniel Afhcraft, and 
William White, of Guilford, who called 
themfelves officers. I immediately nt 
the exprefs to the high theriff, who, sery 
foon, made an official demand of 200 
men from the gefe to afit him ie the 
execution of his office. Ja conf. quence 
of. which, I ioed orders for that vum- 
ber of men to march from this regiment, 
and to rendezvous at Brattleborough the 
next day at 8 o'clock in the morning. 
On the 18th the poffe were muttered at 
Brattleborough, to the amount of 200 
and upwards, where General Fletcher 
joived us on his way from Bofton, and 
Lieut. Governor Spooner, who was on 
his tour to Bennington, to sake his feat 
on the bench .of.the fupreme court. On 
Monday the 19th, having received infor- 
mation that the whole body of Yorkers 
who were determined to oppofe the col- 
icéting of taxes, and in fhort, all govern- 
meat, were affembled at Guilford ; we 
immediately marched the puffe there, in 
order to reduce them to the obedience of 
the laws; opon our appearing in fight 
with the troops, that body of men beiock 
themfelves to flight without firing a pun. 
The militia were ftationed at Guilford 
meetipg boufe till Wedoefday tho 21ft, 
two days; ia which time about 30 of 
that party came in, took the oats of al- 
lepiance, and delivered up their arms. 
Having previoully been informed, that 
about 49 ot thofe perfons were aflembled 
in arms pear the fouth line of Guiltord, 
upon the borders of the Méaflachufetts :
